Palmer and Oglesby Poll the Full 
- Strength of Their Parties. 


STREETER GETS THE VOTES OF THE F. M. 
B. A. REPRESENTATIVES. 


The First and Second Ballots Result in 
No Choice and the Voting Is Contin- 
ued—Ingalls’ Friends Naw Concede 
His Defeat—The Alliance Members 
Standing Firm-—Elections in Other 
States. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Jan. Y.-There will be no 


contests for seats in the egislature here, as 
the matter has been arranged. The attorney 


for Mr. Butzow appeared before the House 


’and asked if he should eed with the con 
test, and was instructed ‘not do so. Mr. 
Butzow will be heard from andiall arranged. 

Among the arrivals last night was ex-Gov. 
Oglesby, who will remain until the Senatorial 
contest is wellon. Gov.4% Oglesby, when in- 
terviewed, said the nomination ‘tendered 
him was wholly unexpected, and that he had 
agrave duty to perform. He realized that 
he had been called by the people ofthe State 
from a life of retirement ;however reluctant 
he may have been to give up his retired life, it 
was his duty to respondto the call, . That 
he could notdisobey the intructions of the ex- 
pressed wishes of the people, whohad hon- 
ored him unsought’somany times. There ts 
little doubt here but that Gen. Palmer has 
every advantage in the Senatorial race. The 
tide has turned in his direction. The Repub- 
licans have been compelled to abandon their 
opposition to a joint session under the aus- 
spices of the House. The Republicans de- 
sired to have the joint session under’ the con- 
trol of the Lieutenant-Governor, but theiz 
plans to this end fell through. All day yes- 
terday the lobbies were crowded with spec- 
tators, and if possible the crowd is even 
greater to-day. 

TO-DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 

In pursuance of an agreement between the 
Steering Committees of the House and the 
Senate the contested election cases against 
Democrats in the Senate and the Republicans 
in the House were all de ed 
off. There was a flurry in he 
House this morning when Senator 
Mathews came over to the House and inguired 
of Mr. Green of Cairo, chairman of 
the House Elections Committee, if he had his 
report ready. Mr. Green replied ‘‘No.’’ 
Matthews then notified him that if he did not 

report to the House by 12 
there would be -no joint 


Hams, "sreen informed Mr. Matthews thatthey 
itd stay in the Senate Chamber or go where 
‘vey pleased. This was a signal for war, and 
“Iwithin five minutes Senator  0’Con- 
nor, the principal Democrat on the Senate 
Elections Committee, accompanied by Sen- 
ators Noonan and Arnold, who were to be de- 
capitated, were arrayed before Mr. Green, 
demanding that the repdrt be forthcoming. 
Speaker Crafts and the Democratic steering 
committee were notified and Mr. Green 
was informed that the Senate . did not 
propose to dance attendance to _ the 
House, andthe Senate and House did not 
propose to dance attendance to Mr. Green. 
Senator Matthews stated that the Senate 
Elections Committee was ready jto report, but 
it would not be madetothe Senate until he 
had notice that the House report had been 
made and accepted. 

Said he: ‘‘Tick don’t go to-day, Mr. Green; 
this isa cash deal.’’ 

Mr. Green said he wanted until 2 o’clock to 
make his report, but when told by different 
members of the committee that they would 
make it for him in ten minutes he pro- 
ceeded to do as he was bid, and 
the report was presented to the House 
and accepted. It shows that there is noth- 
ing whateverinthe Hamilton-Butzow case. 
At 11 0’clock the Senate joined the House in 
joint convention. Therolls were called and 
every member of both houses was present. 
Nominating speeches were then made. 

THE FIRST BALLOT, 

The first ballot resulted: Palmer, Democrat, 
101; Oglesby, Republican, 100; Streeter, F. M. 
B. A., 38. No choice, and the joint session 
prepared to continue the voting. The roll 
was then called on the second ballot, witp no 
prospect of a change. 

Three ballots taken, with no election, and 
the joint session adjourned to 10 o’clock to- 
morrow morning. :

A Lower Rate of Interest. 


LINCOLN, Neb, Jan. 21.—A resolution was 
adopted by the House to-day that a com- 
mittee of three be appointed to correspond 
with the Legislatures of Kansas, North and 
South Dakota, Minnesota and Colorado, 
for the purpose of securing an agree- 
ment by those States on a common 
rate of interest as low as may be practicable. 
The reasons cited for this action are that it 
might be injudicious for a single State to at- 
tempt a lower rate of interest without the 
concurrence of others, as the money power 
would concentrate itself upon this State and 
by withdrawing loans make the law obnox- 
ious and secure its repeal. 


Investigating Ohio Officials. 


CoLumBUs, O., Jan. 21.—The House has 
adopted a resolution providing for a com- 
mittee to investigate the State Penitentiary. 
Charges have been filed with Gov. Camphell 
against John G. Doren, Superintendent of the 
Imbecile Asylum, alleging the misappropria- 
tion of funds, malfeasance in office, etc. The 
charges will be filed with the General Assem- 
bly with the recommendation that they be 
investigated. !

DENOUNCED BY POWDERLY. 


The Bec endations of the New York 
Board of Arbitration. 


NEw YORK, Jan. 21.—The Oficial Journal of 
the Knights of Labor,which appeared to-day, 
contains an article by Mr. Powderly on the 
recent report of the State Board of Mediation 
and Arbitration of this State to the Lezgislat- 
ure on the Central Railroad strike... Mr. Pow- 
derly does not like the reportand recom- 
mends that the board be abolished. He 
says: 

**It cannot safely exercise any authority or 
power except to draw a salary and expend 
the money of the people without rendering 
an equivalent. It has no authority to demand 
of conflicting parties to submit to either me- 
diation or arbitration. It should in 
all fairness be Called the ‘State 
Board of Persuasive Eloquence and 
Personal Magnetism;’ for the members 
must coax and wheedle the corporations into 
agreeing to anything, and after investiga- 
tion is made there is no power or authority to 
enforce a decision, or even to make one. 
The report in question is unfair, untruthful 
and misleading; it is more than that—it is 
malicious and plainly exhibits the ear marks 
of men who could not withstand honest criti- 
cism and who made a State document the 
vehicle through which toconvey a spiteful 
thrust which they should have done in their 
individual capacity, ‘ifat all.’’ 

He calls the recommodations of the. board 
for sufficient State control over both employes 
and employers ‘‘marvels of insane drivel.’’ 


BROADWAY CABLE RUNNING. 


Fifty Trains of Hand#o me Cars to Be on 
the Track Next Week. 


The Broadway Cable road began running a 
few cars yesterday, and this afternoon put on 
half a dozen more. The full equipment will 
not be on the street, however, for a 
week yet, as the machinery, the ropes, 
the grip-cars and road bed are going through 
arexperimental stage which will be com- 
pleted in a week. Uptothis afternoon not 
the slightest hitch occurred, nor was a single 
break discovered in the machinery or 
grips. The road-bed has _ settled and 
no work on the line is what 
builders call ‘‘green.’’ The cars teave the 
Salisbury Street Stables and run ten miles an 
hour on the down town cables and twelve 
miles an houron the extensions. From the 
speed attained it is said thetrip from 
one end of the line to the other 
can be made in one hour less 
than the horse cars have been making it. The 
company has eighty grip cars, all of which 
were madein this city, and are very like 
those used on the Franklin avenue and Olive 
street lines.. The grip is the same as that 
used on the Franklin avenue when 
it began operations. The grip cars 
are all new, as also are fifty 
handsome coaches and fifty open summer 
cars. About fifty trains will be running on 
this line during the busy hours of the day. 
The cars are the finest that could be made 
here and cost about $250,000. The total cost 
of building and equipping the line anew was 
$1,800,000. 


Married in Milwaukee. 


Miss Hulda Goldsmith and Mr. George Lim- 
burg, both Hebrews and first cousins of this 
city, were marriedin the Jewish synagogue 
at Milwaukee, Wis., last night. The bride is 
a sister of Dr..Goldsmith of this city. 
The couple were married in Mil- 
waukee because the laws of this State do not 
allow of the marriage of first cousins. 

Quite a number of relatives of the young 
people were present from this city, as well as 
frienas from Chicago and Oshkosh. There were 
no objections made to the match, and the 
only reason for the ceremony taking place 
outside of the State was because of the mar- 
itallaws. The young couple will rejurn to St. 
Louis and make their home here.

REDSKINS SCARED. 


The Movements of the Troops Causing 
Apprehension Among the Hostiles. 


GEN. MILES TAKING PRECAUTIONS 
AGAINST UNNECESSARY ALARM. 


The Indians Preparing for Emergencies— 
Issue of Beef—The Indians Delighted 
With the Increase of Rations—Father 
Craft’s Pathetic Story—Latest From the 
Seat of the Troubles. 


| PINE RIDGE, 8S. D., via Rushville, Neb. ,Jan. 
21.—Gen. Brooke moved in this morning and 
took a position immediately south of the 
Indian camp. Gen. Oarr is moving into 
camp east of the Indians. All the corps 
except the First Infantry and Gen. 
Carr’s command will be sent south of the 
hostiles’.camp. The fdrtifications at the 
school-house commanding the Indian camp 
have been strengthened. The beef issue is 
going on to-day, and the change of the mili- 
tary is partially because in the excitement 
of running and shooting cattle, the 
Indians may be roused again. It is 
a mere possibility which Gen. 
Miles is providing against. Theissue is the 
largest ever known on this reservation. In- 
stead of a beef for every thirty-three Indians 
one was issued to every twenty-two. The 
increase of rations was made to still the com- 
plaint of the hostiles that they were not get- 
ting enough to eat. D. H. ROBERT. 
THE MILITARY’S MOVEMENTS. 

PINE RipGe, 8. D., Jan. 21, via. Rushville, 
Neb.—This morning all the troops, with the 
exception of the First Infantry, broke 
camp and moved to the banks of 
Craven Creek, about four miles south of the 
agency. The First Infantry remains on 
the site it has occupied for the last 
two months, a short distance from the 
agent’s quarters. The present site places the 
Indians between the troops and the agency. 
The redskins look upon this move 
with apprehension, and have accordingly 
doubled their pickets and are preparing for 
anemergency. Gen. Brooke has established 
his headquarters in the camp while 
Gen. Miles remains at the agency. 
About 120 Brule Sioux have abandoned the 
Ogallalla camp and established a camp of 
their own preparatory to returning to Rose- 
bud under Capt. Lee of the Ninth Infantry. 


TROOPS MOVING. 

OMAHA, Neb., Jan. 21.—Four companies left 
the Indian reservation to-day to return to 
Fort Douglas, Utah, and the Seventeenth In- 
fantry starts from Pine Ridge to-morrow for 
its old station at Fort Russell, Wyo. The or- 
der for twenty days’ additional supplies at 
Pine Ridge has been cut to ten days’ supplies. 

NO CAUSE FOR ALARM. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Jan. 21.—Reports were 
received here yesterday reviving the alarm- 
ing rumors of the unsettled condition of the 
Indians in North Dakota near the interna- 
tional boundary, and urging thg desirability 
of arming the settlersin Southern Manitoba 
for self-defense. Commissioner Herchmer to- 
day wifed the department here that every- 
thing is perfectly quiet along the Manitoba 
frontier and that there isno necessity for 
arming the settlers, 

A MINISTER’S CHARGES. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 21.—Rev. J. W. 
Wright of Kansas wrote to Secretary Noble 
charging the Government agents with theft 
and dishonesty. The Jetter was referred to 
Indian Commissioner Magon, who has asked 
Mr. Wright for more specific charges. 

THE TROUBLE IN WASHINGTON. 

SPOKANE FALLS, Wash., Jan. 21.—Col. 
Bogue has received the following dispatch 
from Gen. Curry, commanding the Washing- 
ton guard who went into the Okanogan coun- 
try several days ago to take arms to the set- 
tlers, investigate the Indian discontent and 
report on the advisability of sending troops: 

‘*‘CONCONULLEY, Wash.—We arrived here 
Saturday safely and delivered arms. The 
young bucks are threatening and defiant. 
The older Indians urge peace. I think there 
wijl be no trouble at present. Have sent Sub- 
Agent Thomas to gather in the leading In- 
dians, and will meet them at the reservation. 
I think we will, with help, stop further 
trouble.’’ 


THE HERO PRIEST OF DAKOTA, 


HOW FATHER CRAFT, THE SIOUX MISSIONARY, 
WAS WOUNDED. 


From Our Staff Correspondent. 

PINE RIDGE AGENCY, 'S. D., Jan. 17.—Father 
Craft described to-day the most pathetic 
scene that was witnessed on the awful fleld 
of Wounded Knee. The priest stood there in 
the thick of the fight, robed in cassock and 
wearing the black cap of his order, while the 
desperate barbarians around him and the 
soldiers facing him were dropping like leaves 
—shot, stabbed and mangled. An Ogalala—it 
was the Brules who were fighting—threw 
down his gun and rushing to the. priest 
threw his arms around him and exclaimed in 
his native language: 

‘*Love me, father; I do not belong to their 
band. Ihave thrown down my gun.’’ 

‘*Tie down and you will be safe, my son,’’ 
said the priest, but the frightened creature 
clung to him with a grip he could not break. 
A Brule passing them could not recognize the 
priest behind the Indian, and as he passed 
strick backward and plunged his knife into 
Father Craft’s back. Not ‘noticing the 
wound he continued his endeavor to calm the 
Indians and @rying to persuade the frantic 
Ogalala to release him and lie down, whena 
soldier, a young Irishman, came to him and 
amidst the roar of the guns sald, with the 
most admirable calmness: 

‘‘Father, lam dying; will you hear gny con- 
fession?’’ 

Four bullets had passed through his body, 
and bleeding from every wound he laid his 
head on the priest’s shoulder and made his 
confession. Father Craft raised his hand and 
began the absolution, when the dying seidier 
began sinking to the ground. ‘‘Lean on 
me,’’ said the priest. He extended his arm 
and the soldier clutched it, but Father Craft 
had been  bieeding from his own 
wound and had grown too weak 
to bear the weight of the dying 
man. Struggling still with the Indian, who 
clung to him for protection, he and the 
wounded soldier sunk to the ground, and 
leaning over him Father Craft finished the 
absolution and the soldier’s spirit passed 
away. 

The Ogalala then grew brave. He lifted the 
priest to his feet and aided by a soldier bore 
him through a shower of bullets to the field 
hospital. ‘‘Iam shot,’’ said Father Craft as 
they laid him down. The soldier leaned over 
him and said, ‘‘No, you were stabbed an 
Indian. I saw him do it and I shot him.’

On the morning of Thursday, Jan. 1, 1891, a 
party of soldiers who were burying the dead 
on the field of Wounded Knee found a 
papoose, a tiny little thing, wrapped ina 
bundle of clothes and shawis which were 
pinned about its little body so that nothing 
could be seen but its chubby face. The,attle 
had been fought on Monday and the poor 
child’s mother was the dead squaws 
who had been buried on the fielfl. For more 
than three days the babe had lain alone on 
the earth with only the dead around it, and 
though a blizzard had been blowing and the 
fierce cold wind had swept over. the plain for 
two days without cessation, thig little child 
lived among the corpses of strong women and 
warriors. It was brought to the agency and 
placed in thé hospital, where it was named 
The Babe of Wounded Knee, and it has been 
known by no other name since it came to the 
camp. Gen. L. W. Colby, commanding the 
Nebraska Militia, camezo Pine Ridge to visit 
Gen. Miles and asked to see the Babe of 
Wounded Knee. It was a bright eyed little 
thing, and the General, who is a tender 
hearted man, became so fond of the child 
whose life had been begun under such strange 
and dramatic circumstances that he asked 
permission to adopt it. The permission was 
granted, and the Babe of Wounded Kae is 
now installed as a memberofthe family of 
Gen. Colby in Beatrice, Neb,

Red Cloud is a sagacious old Indlan, who 
clings to the superstition of his race, but 
with modern Ingenuity attempts to justify his 
strange beliefs. He thought the Messian 
would come and bring with him buffalo and 
deer, drive out the white man, restore the 
dead ancestors of the Indians to life and 
bring lasting peace to his people. The Mes- 
siah has not come, but Red Cloud still be- 
lieves the faith though Rehas altered the 
form, ‘‘We thought,’’ said he, ‘‘that the 
Messiah himself would come, buthe did not 
mean to do that. We read his message wrong. 
What he meant was that he would sera some- 
one to us, and he had. Before we were 
hungry, now we have food; we were naked, 
and soon we will have clothing. He did not 
come, but he sent us the soldier and he has 
come to represent the Messiah andto bring 
peace and food tous. We knew he would not 
desert us and he has not, but my peopl¢é are 
not learned yet and cannot always read his 
meaning as he would have us,’’

The Indian council, which. was held on 
Saturday, was accompanied by a feast, a 
lavish spread, forthe Indian, Dut a gastro- 
nomic festival which would not have much 
attraction for anyone else. Ata formal feast, 
especially when held as this one was by per- 
mission of Maj. Gen. Miles, there ig but one 
dish, andthat one theone @n Indian loves 
best. For it he will surfender beef, forego 
a buffalo steak, give up “anté@ope, give any- 
thing he has. His unc palate has:a 


longing for it which never never «an be 
appeased, and the conatellt appetite that 


children have for candyis thé only craving 


that can be compared: with ‘it. He calls it 
Sunka Wahaupi, and he willtell you that no 
flavor in the world is sorich, so delicious, as 
the flavor of his favorite dish. When it Is 
prepared the head of the Sunka is cut off. 
Ribbons are hung in the ears, and in each ear 
is placed a silver ten cent piece. At the end 
of the feast the squaws draw lots forthe 


4 head, and the one who wins it is the queen of 


the feast, who reaps the honors and favors of 
the day as the Queen of Love and Beauty did 
at the tournaments inthe grand old days of 
chivalry. The ribbons she places in her hair, 
the dimesin her wajuya, her pocket-book, 
and she is the envied: woman for all that day. 
The ingredients of the dish are simple; 
sunka, a few vegetables, fourand water. If 
one does not know already what itis a trans- 
lation will reveal the secret—sunka, dog; 
wahaupl, soup. 
. 

When the ghost dance was at the height of 
its popularity, and the Indians were looking 
for the buffalo which were to come, by some 
means, probably the same by which they 
learned of the coming ofthe Messiah, they 
located the spot where the buffaloes would 
first appear and prepared fora grand cele- 
bration. The buffaloes were tocome out of 
the ground, and the place of their exit was 
on Wounded Knee Creek, fifteen miles from 
the agency and two miles from the battle - 
field. The spot is a plain, a mile in extent, 
and through it winds the creek. On this plain 
four of the largest trees that could be found 
were planted, and a rope was stretched from 
one tothe others to keep the profane foot of 
man from that blessed spot. Exactly in the 
center a little tepee was ratsed. It was eight 
feet in diameter and made of new white cloth 
and freshly-cut tepee poles. Under the tepee 
was a mound ofearth and out of this mound 
were to come the herds of animals which 
would make the red man happy and fill the 
plains again with game.

They may have been 
stolen or the troubles that come upon them 
may have shattered their faith, but the incli- 
dent shows how serious they were in believ- 
ing the promise that the day of plenty would 
come again for them.

MINE EXPLOSION, 


A Catastrophe This Morning at Maris- 
sa, Il. 


ONE MAN FATALLY INJURED AND A 
NUMBER NEARLY SUFFOCATED. 


A Terrific Explosion in the Johnson O. E. 
Mine While Twenty-Five Miners and 
"Mr. Johnson Were in the Pit—The Min- 
ers All Brought Up Nearly Suffocated— 
Several Beyond Recovery. 


This morning between I0 and ll o’clock, a 
terrific explosion occurred in the O. K. Coal 
Mine, one mile south of Mariasa, Ill. There 
were twenty-five men under ground at the 
time, and with them was Mr. Johnson, Presi- 
dent of the company. Shortly after 10 o’clock 
it was noticed that the lights were flickering, 
but all known tests to miners failed to bring 
forth a confirmation of the fears that were 
entertained. Mr. Johnson was sent for 
and went down into the mine 
himself to ascertain whether the men were 
in danger. The indications were that an ex- 
plosion was imminent, but every precaution 
was taken to avoid a serious catastrophe. 

THE EXPLOSION OOMBS. 

Suddenly, while the men re yet testing 
the air, the sound never to be forgotten 
by a miner was heard, accompanied as 
usual with aq rushing sound as of 
a cataract of water. Those who knew what 
this meant quickly dropped to the ground 
and covered their mouth and nostrils with 
their hands, hoping tostop breathing until 
the danger should have passed. The time 
seemed almost gnterminable, as the men 
on the ground, expecting every secon 
to be their last on earth. “Mr. 
Johnson, who was well acquainted with 
the ways of such disasters, managed to pull 
through, and was among the first to reqover, 
and immediately began to look for a means 
of escape from the deadly gas that per- 
meated every nook and corner of the dig- 
gings. Loud cries were sentup in the hope 
that some on the earth above would hear the 
call for aid and render assistance. , 

THE CALLS ANSWERED. 

Finally some workmen above heard the 
calls for help and lowered the coal derrick for 
the men to come up on. This was 
slow work, as not more than four men could 
get out oneachtrip. The men, during this 
time were suffering untold agonies, 
and each moment that passed was 
adding to their supreme misery. The mine 
was not supplied with fresh air apparatus, or 
some relief could have been ex- 
tended. The moments seemed hours to those 


underground. Slowly that old derrick went | 


each time bringing forth 
a precious load of human freight. 
Mr. Johnson. was among the i frst 
to reach terra firma, and he made 
stringent efforts to save those who were in 
such a dangerous position. 

TAKEN OUT IN A DYING CONDITION. 

The last two loads of men, nine in 
number, were almost in a dying 
condition. Some were unconscious, while

‘others seemed to be breathing their last, 


The fresh dir revived some of the 
men quickly, but Lem. Johnson was 
almost past all hope, while the in- 
juries of others could not be accurately estie 
mated. John Thompson, a big, stalwart fel 
low, was unconsious at last ac- 
counts, while Johnson’s recovery is 
hardly looked for. He is sup- 
posed to be dying and death may come at any 
moment. Several other men, names un- 
known, are in a dangerous condition, but the 
physicians in attendance think that all but 
Johnson will be saved. 
LAST ACCOUNTS. 

Berry & Scruggs, coal dealers at 510 Pine 
street, received information at 8, o'clock 
that the men had all been 
rescued, and that all trouble 
would probable be over by this afternoon. 
The mine has been in operation for the past 
two years and is located just east of the 
White Oak mines. 

PRESIDENT JOHNSON’S STORY. 

President Johnson of the O. K. Mine, 
in which the explosion occurred, 
was seen by a Post- Dis- 
PATCH reporter this afternoon and 
gave his personal experience as oneof the 
party in the mine when the explosion oc- 
curred, ‘‘I was sent for this morning to 
gO to the mine at once,’’ said he, 
‘*‘because it was found that it had become 
filled with fire damp and that an explosion 
would follow. I went at once, and upon 
arriving at Marissa I went down 
into the mine. I. discovered that 
there was no doubt about the presence 
of fire damp, and was ju about 
to return and take the necessary 
precautions when the explosion Came, 
As soon as we had heard the first indication 
of it myself and the men with me threw our- 
selves down on the ground with ourhands 
placed over mouth and nostrils, and in 
that way missed much of the poisonous ef- 
fects of the firedamp. Ithink it must have 
been about 10:20 0’clock when the explosion 
took place. It was almost im- 
possible to move after the explosion 
and the fire-damp made breathing extreme- 
ly dificult within a few minutes fol- 
lowing the explosion. A rescue party 
was sent down the shaft and 
the men found in the mine 
were taken in the hoisting derricks to the 
surface. I was not hurt at. all, 
and was not by 
the explosion. The sounds 
of the explosion were like the rushing of 
a great body of water, and then it struck us 
with the force of a gale of wind. Had ewe not 
béen prostrate on the®ground with mouths 
and nostrils covered, suffocation would huve 
been inevitable.’’

THE SILVER POOL INVESTIGATION. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Jan. 21.—Representa- 
tive Dockery of Missouri, who introduced the 
resolution under which the silver-pool in- 
vestigation committee was appointed, was 
the first witness before the committee to-day. 
Mr. Dockery said he had no personal knowl- 
edge of the complicity of any Senator or Rep- 
resentative in the alleged pool. He had not 
heard a Senator say that they were in the 
pool, but he had hearda Senator say that a 
Senator or Member, the witness could not re- 
member which, was implicated. 

Francis G. Newlands of Reno, Nev., a mine 
owner, testified that he had made small 
profits on silver speculation. A friend and 
himself had associated themselves together 
for the purchase of bullion, but no Senator or 
Representative or anybody connected with 
the Government had anything to do with 
their purchases. He knew that a number of 
mining men were in Washington during 
the pending of the silver legislation. 
As to himself, the witness said 
he had talked about’ the iegisia- 
tion generally, but he had made no 
effort to influence anybody. He knew of no 
members who had been drawn into the silver 
pool speculation to influence their votes. 
The witness said that the National “Silver 


Committee appointed by the Bi-metallic Con-. 
: vention held at St. Louis, had its headquar- 


ters in Washington, but it had made no ef- 
orts to influence silver legislation beyond 
This committee 
Was similar tothe committee appointed by 
the Shipping League and other organizations 
to agitate matters in which they were inter- 
ested. The committee had in a few instances 
paid the reasonable traveling and other ex- 
penses of men who agitated the bi-metallic 
cause. A fund amounting to between 
$10,000 and $15,000 had been raised for agita- 
ting the silver question. The expenses of 
the agitation had been paid by owners of-sil- 
‘ver mines and silver bullion. The Executive 
Committee of the bi-metalists, of which he 
was a member, had never discussed the ad- 
visability of influencing the silver cause 
Other than by legitimate means. 

Joseph K, Rickey of Fulton, Mo., was the 
hext witness. He said he was engaged in 
banking, stock raising and other occupa- 
tions. He had been interested in sil- 
ver bullion, but he knew of the 
existence -of no Silver pool. He 
had been in Washington off and 
on during the pendency ofthe silver legisla- 
tion, but he had taken no part in influencing 
it.. The witness had talked witli Congress- 
men about the possibility for silver legisla- 
tion, but he had asked them nothing about 
Outside silver matters. 

Miner, the Washington correspond- 
ent for the Cincinnati Times-Star, told the 
committee that he had obtained some indirect 
information about the existence of a silver 
pool in which Congressmen were interested, 
and he had made this information the basis 
for & dispatch to his paper in which he stated 
that a plan had been formed to get Congress- 
men into the silver speculation in order to in- 
fluence their votes, and that sev- 
eral members had bought shares in the pool. 
His informant, the witness said, was James 
A. George ofthis city. George had told the 
witness that he (George) had been approached 


_ by @ Chicago man and asked to try to infiu- 


ence Southern members to go into the pool. 
George said the Chicago man had given him 
the names of seVeral members who had gone 
into the pool. The witness could not remem- 
bef the name of the Chicago man.

THE TOBACCO TRADE. 


Reports of the Manufacture of Tobacco, 
Cigars and Cigarettes. 


CINCINNATI, O., Jan. 21.—The Western Tobac- 
co Journal has collected reports of the manu- 
facture oftobacco, cigars and cigarettes in 
the United States for the yearof 1890, from 
which it app@&rs there has beena large in- 
crease, In thirteen principal  to- 
bacco mantfacturing districts, the 
product of manufactured tobacco in 
1890 was 204,649,120 pounds, an increase of 
about 18,000,000 pounds. The West Virginia 
showed an increase of 89 percent; the First 
Missouri and First Michigan, each17 per cent; 
the First Ohio, 16 per cent; the First Illinois, 
4 percent. In the Fifth New Jersey and 
Fourth Carolina Districts there was a de- 
crease. The production of cigars in 1890 Is 
phenomenal. The manufacture in the last 
half of the year exceeded that ofthe first six 
months by nearly four hundred million. The 
Twenty-third Pennsylvania District shows an 
increase of about 20 per cent. The Ninth 
Pennsylvania leads all districts in the amount 
ofincrease, showing nearly 68,000,000 more 
than in 1889. ?

Before the joint session adjourned 
Representative Rubey of Laclede intro- 
duced a resolution indorsing Senator Vest’s 
position on the tariff, coinage, force bill and 
other matters. This resolution was antago- 
nized by Senator McGinnis, who raised the 
point that it was entirely out of order. The 
joint session, he said, was not called to in- 
struct the choice of the Assembly, hut simply 
to elect him. President Claycom ed that 
zhe point was well taken and the joint session 
was then dissolved, 
JULIAN’S RESOLUTION, 

It was expected that Representative Julian 
of Kansas City would reintroduce his free 
trade resolution in the joint session of 
the Assembly to-day, and this is why Rubey 
of Laclede introduced his resolution, 
which President Claycomb ruled out of 
order, ~It was given out that 
Julian, who is a pronounced free trader, 
would introduce his resolution g@sking Vest to 
support radical free trade. Rubey explained 
that fhe expected that another resolution 
would be int ucedand that he simply pre- 
sented his to head it off. The Rubey resolu- 
tion was mild in tome as compared with Ju- 
lian’s production, which he threatens to un- 
load on the House at any time. 

SENATE PROCEEDINGS. 

In the Senate this morning Senator Clay in- 
troduced a bill placing express companies un- 
der the regulation of the Board of Railroad and 
Warehouse Commissioners and requiring rail- 
road companies to file copies of their charters 
with the Secretary of State. 

Senator Teasdale introduced an act requir- 
ing assignees to pay over all unclaimed divi- 
dends to the State Treasurer. 

THE COAL OIL INSPECTION SYSTEM. 

The House adopted a resolution this morn- 
ing which applies particularly to the coal oil 
inspection system ofthe State. The Ooal Oil 
Inspectors are not required to make any re- 
turn of the revenue collected by them and the 
resolution alms to compel such State officers 
to make a return to the Governor or State 
Treasurer. It was presented by Representa- 
tive Martin and reads as follows: 

Whereas, There are under our statutes many ap- 
pointed officials by the Governor and elected officers 
by the people, which law provides that said officers 
cOllect all fees, taxes, revenues or moneys under said 
laws, which have established said offices, that all 
such moheys are retained by said officials, for the 
reason that such laws do not compel them to make a 
return to the Governor or State Treasurer, showing 
the net income under thé hew law undea which they 
have been appointed or elected; thatall fee system 
and effice-holding should beabolished by the Legis- 
lature, who are representing the people of our 
State, who want to see the affairs of our State man- 
aged in the most economical methed known to good 
legislation; therefore be it 

Resolved, That a committee of five be appointed by 
the Speaker, which committee shall report at as early 
a day as possible, what laws do now provide on our 
statutes, any and all offices under what is 
knowh as the ‘‘fee system,’’ so that the 
same can be abolished and to regulate the salary per 
annum to be paid to any and all officials of our State, 
and to report such amendments to said laws which 
will (if adopted) abolish the ‘‘fee system office-hold- 
ihg’’ in our State. 

MR. JULIAN’S FREE TRADE VIEWS. 

The senfiments expressed by Representa- 
tive of Julian of Kansas City, at the Demo- 
cratic caucus which nominated Senator Vest, 
are not entirely approved of by the distin- 
guished Missouri member of the United States 
Senate, who was at noon to-day formally de- 
clared elected for his third term in that body.

who is @ pronounced single tax and free 
trade advocate, introduced a _ resolution 
which aimed tocommit Senator Vest to the 
same platform. The resolution created a 
stir, but was finally side-tracked with 
an amendment of a more sub- 
dued tone. A copy of the _ resolution 
was inclosed to Senator Vest and yesterday 
Mr. Patrick of Jackson County received a re- 
ply. It was from Senator. Vest himself, and 
said that while individuals in the ranks of the 
party were in favor of free trade it did not 
represent the cardinal creed of Democracy. 
The Democratic party, the letter went on to 
say, stood by its national platform, which 
was for a material reduction of such taxes, 
and not for the entire abrogation of import 
duties.

Why, we are giving difierent bills 
every night, and if we had any previous 
notice that there was to have been such 
a benefit here do you suppose we would 
have put ina new piece for Thursday night, 
when the benefit in the afternoon will rob us 
of our rehearsal. We have to give up the 
stage at noon and have everything cleared 
for the benefit. 

WOULD LIKE TO PLAY. 

‘‘Had {,been told in> time 
benefit & would only have been too 
happy to have prepared something 
for it. The benefit is for the people 
of my own profession, and were it for any 
other purpose I would never have consented 
to the theater being surrendered for its use 
during our week here without proper notice 
having been given us and our consent ob- 
tained.

DAYLIGHT SWINDLERS. 


THE OPERATIONS OF A NEW YORK GANG 
OF THIMBLE-RIGGERS. 


People Robbed Daily in Chatham Square— 
Efforts of the Police to Break Up the 
Games—The Gang’s Big Profits—An 
Italian’s Kick. 


NEw YORE, Jan. 21.—About three weéks ago 
@ well-dressed man told the Sergeant at the 
Oak Street Police Station that he had been 
swindled out of $20 by a thimble rigger in 
_ Chatham Square. The Sergeant sent an officer 
" With the manto arrest the sharper. When 
the pair reached Chatham Square, however, 
the shell man had disappeared. Two days 
later another man came to the'station with a 
similar story. Another officer tried to find 
the swindler and failed. The next week ag 
many as fifteen letters were received at the 
station from complaining victims of the 
game. The Oak street people decided that 
something must be done, and all the police 
Were instructed to keep their eyes 
Open, but not a uniformed policeman has 
been able to get within half a block of the 
game. On Monday of last week, Policeman 
Peter Carter puton a plain suit of clothes 
and, muffling himself up in a huge comforter, 
managed to get past the picket line of cap- 
pers unrecognized. He then mixed with the 
crowd until he got within reach of his man, 
then he dragged him and took Him to the 
station-house. The manthere said he was 
only an onlooker, He said that in the con- 
fusion caused by the policeman’s grabbing 
him, somebody had shoved the complete 
outfit into hishands, He gave his name as 
Charles Murray and said that he was a clerk, 
living at No. 201 Christie street. At the 
Tombs next day he told the story and was 
discharged. Since then little effort had been 
made to break up the game. The gang is

THE POLICE AT WORK. 

Yesterday the game was run for only about 
ahalf hour, forsomebody had warned the 
gang that the police were going to makea 
desperate effort to clean them out. Never- 
theless, inthat half hour nearly $1,500 was 
wagered, of which at least $700 passed as 
clear profit into the hands of the sharper. 
The game is in Chatham Square, just where 
East Broadway begins. This isa particularly 
advantageous positiog, as it is acab stand 
and there are always a dozen or more 
coaches around, betwten which the shell man 
may stand. After getting out his outfit he 
sends a skirmish line of cappers out to do 
picket duty and then begins. As everybody 
knows,the thimble rigger’s outfit consists of a 
| flannel-covered board about a foot and a half 
long, the halves of three large English wal- 
nuts and a black pea which is known as the 
‘*little joker.’’ Thg@ manipulator covers the 
joker with one of the shells and then shuffles 
all three around, winding up by offering to 
bet any one In the crowd that he can not 
guess under which shell the ball is. One of 
the cappers generally starts the game by 
betting about $5 or $10. Of course he wins. 
Ifnoone has bitten by this time another 
capper prances forward and does the same 
thing. Atthis pointthe shell man generally 
has his congregation down fine and knows 
just who willand who won’t. The latter are 
gradually elbowed to one side by the cappers, 
while the former are encouraged to come up 
and bet. When the sharper has singled out 
his victlm he talks to him alone. 

CAUGHT 

He shuffies the shells around and 
covers up the ballin plain view. The victim 
has seen that ball covered up and knows ex- 
actly under which shell itlies. He is so posi- 
tive that when a bet of $10 or $20 is offered him 
that he cannot pick it out he takes the bet. 
He giances cagefully at the shell, notes its 
position and then reachesin his pocket for 
the money. In doing this he takes his eye off 
the board for one moment. He suspects 
nothing and puts up the money. He selects 
his shell and lifts it with a smile of triumph 
on his face,’ which fades intoa sickly grin 
when he sees that the pea has disappeared. 
He cannot understand it. Ifhe looks to the 
crowd for sympathy he is jeered and guyed. 
If he makes a fuss about his loss the cappers 
soon get rid of him by crowding 
him out. If he goes for a policeman the gang

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First Public Experiment With the 
Koch Remedy Here. 


WM. A. WALTER GIVEN AN INJECTION 
OF THE LIQUID THIS MORNING. 


The Operation Performed by Dr. Starkloft 
at the Missouri Pacific Hospital and 
‘Witnessed by Many Physicians—The 
Patient Afflictea With Tuberculous 
Lung Disease for Nearly Two Years. 


The first official experiment with the Koch 
curative lymphin a St. Louis hospital, was 
made this morning. The lymph used was*that 
received on Monday last by Dr. Max O. Stark- 
lof, obtained Airect from Dr. A. Libbertz, the 
Germah Government chemist at Ber- 
lin, through the efforts of Dr. 
Hugo Mz. Starklof, United States 
Consul at Bremen,’ and the experiment 
was conducted by Dr. W. B. Outten, surgeon- 
in-chief of the hospital, and Dr. Starkloff, the 
owner of the three drachms of lymph, who is 
associated with Dr. Outten in hospital work. 

Accompanying the lymph, as it was pre- 
pared for shipment in Berlin, were the Official 
instructions from Dr. A. Libbertz as to its 
final preparation and use. In view of to- 
day’s experiment and those to follow, a lit- 
eral translation of that important paper will 
be found of the deepest interest, and as 
kindly made for the Post-DrspaTcnr by Dr. A. 
©. Bernays it reads as follows: 

HOW IT I8 USED. 

Instructions for tsing the remedy: Thé 
remedy can be kept for quite a long time. 
The dilutions which are prepared for treat- 
ment spoil easily and become turbid. Turbid 
fluids dare not be used. In order to preserve 
the dilute solutions, they myst be boiled be- 
fore opening the vessel which contains them 
each time before using., This is not neces- 
sary, however, if before making the solution 


a per cent carbolic acid solution is added. 
The dilute ‘solution should be prepared by 
adding term cubic Centimeters of distilled 
water to one cubic centimeter of the remedy, 
or in place of the waterthe % per cent solu- 
tion of carbolic acid may be used. This makes 
a 10 per cent Solution, and this 10 per cent so- 
lution must be diluted so as tomakea 1 per 
per cent solution, by adding water or carbolic 
acid solution. This liquid then constitutes the 
dilution which should be used in the treatment 
of adults. For childrena still greater dilu- 
tion must be used, viz.: Instead of al per 
cent solution, a 1-5 per cent solution. 

Since the weaker solutions lose their effi- 
clency by being prepared for a long time, it is 
commendable that they be made fresh as 
often as possible. If distilled water has been 
used for making the solution,the solution must 
be kept in sterilized test tubes and covered by 
a bunch of cotton, because these test tubes 
are suitable for boiling the fluid whenever 
deemed desirable, The remedy is introduced 
into the body by Means of subcutaneous in- 
jections, and experience has shown the best 
place for such injection to be between the 
shoulder blades tind in the region of the 
loins. 

The injections are best made Dy using a 
sterilized Koch syringe. The syringe holds 
ofie cubic centimeter and is divided into 
tenths by lines cut Into the glass. 

In order to sterilize the syringe it is suffl- 
cient to rinse the cylinder and needles with 
absolute alcohol. Abscesses are thus posi- 
tively avoided. 

If it is desirable to use an ordinary hypo- 
dermic syringe the same should previously be 
thoroughly filled with absolute alcohol and 
rinsed with the same. 

The rise and fall of the temperature 
of the body must be accurately re- 
corded before the tréatment of in: 
jections, and also during the same. 
It is necessary, therefore, to register thé 
temperature at least one day before making 
the first injection, during which day the tem- 

rature must be taken every three hours. 

his must be continued during the entire 
treatment every day and night. The injec- 
tion should be administered in the early 
hours of the forenoon, in order 
that the effécts upon the temperature of the 
body, and other effects algo, may be closely 
observed during the same day. The reaction 
usually takes place several hours after the in- 
jection. The first injection in consumption 
cases should be 0.001 or 0.002 of the divisions 
of the syringe. 

The next day the dose is carefully increased. 
Should the fever following the injection rise 
above 38.5 centigrade, the same dose may be 
repeated or may be skipped one day. Ifthe 
temperature is not increased up to 38.6 the 
dose may be increased 0.001 or 0,002 
milligrammes. If a dose. of 0.001 
cubic centimeters is reached whilst 
carefully watching the temperature, 
the dose may be increased by 0.001 or 0.002 
cubic centimeters. When the dose of 0.1 
cubic centimeter has been reached it must 
not as & rule be increased.Only exceptionally 
will it be hecessary to go as high as 0.20r 
more, The injections should be continued 
with interruptions of one or more days until 
the symytoms of disease have disappeared. 

In case Of Very limited lupus one can begin 
in adults by injecting 0.01 cubic centimeters 
and repeat this as often as is necessary. 
The same rule applies to bone, joint and

His right lung is still seriously 
affected, and he coughs up great quantities 
of the diseased sputa, especially upon first 
arising in the morning.

A VOLUNTEER SUBJECT. * 

Mr. Walter offered himself as a 6ub- 
ject for the first public experiment 
with the lymph, and was gladly accepted on 


account of the history of his case since its de- 


velopment being so plain and easily estab- 
lished. The disease is not inherited, his fam- 


ily being free from consumption. His father, 


a brother and a sister are living at 92 
la Salle street, from whence Mr. Walter 
went this morning to the hospital, prepared 
to remain there for at least two weeks. 

At 10 o’clock Drs. J. C. Mullhall and W. G. 
Moore made a physical examination of the 
patient, who, until that time, had been chat- 
ting with the physicians in the hotel parlor, 
He was taken up to ward No. 10, in which 
there were no other patients and a test of the 
lungs by auscultation and percussion was 
made to discover the extent of the injury 
from the disease. The official report of the 
examination was as follows: 

The examination shows a flatness and 
woodeny dullness. Prolonged expiration; 
broncho-vesicular breathing; fine. rales; 
increased» vocal resonance at right apex of 
lung. Cog-wheel broncho-vesicular breath- 
ing; prolonged expiration at left apex of 
lung. Measurement of chest, 31 inches; éx- 
pansion, 24 inches, Temperature, 964 (nor- 
mal). Pulse, 108,a little excited, but not at 
all feverish. These physical signs, the phy- 
sicilans stated, pointed unmistakably to the 
presence of disease of the lungs. 

EXAMINATION OF THE SPUTA. 

The microscopic examination of a small 
quantity of sputa, coughed up by the patient, 
was made by Drs. W. B. Outten, F. J. Lutz 
and Vosterling in the Hospital laboratory. 
This was done by passing the sputaon a glass 
plate three times over a flame, until thor- 
oughly dried. It was then dipped into fuschin 
thoroughly sterilized and, with that care- 
fully worked off, it was immersed in metliyl 
blue, a little glycerine added after the plate 
was again dried, and the microscopic exam- 
ination made. It revealed the presence of 
the bacilli tuberculosis in considerable num- 
bers, so that the case was shown to be one of 
undoubted tuberculosis of the lungs. 

PREPARING THE LYMPH. 

The dilute solution of the pure lymph was 
then prepared by Dr. Max C. Starkloff and 
Dr. Vosterling. Thefirst dilution prepared 
was what is known in the Koch directions as 
the 10 per cent sojution, the pure lymph be- 
ing diluted in the proportion of nine cubic 
centimetres of distilled water,with 1% per cent 
solution of carbolic acid added, to one cubic 
centimeter of the pure lymph. This dilution 
changed the color of the preparation from its 
rich dark brown toa much lighter? shade of 
brown, and a thinner consistency. The 
second dilution of this 10 per cent solution re- 
duced it to what is knownas the 1 per cent 
solution, being again in the proportion of 
nine cubic centimenters of distilled water to 
one cubic ¢entitheter of the 10 per cent solu- 
tion. The amount of this second solution, 
which was of a very pale amber color, almost 
transparent, to be injected was exactly one 
cubic centimeter, containing one millimeter 
of the pure lymph. 

THE INOCULATION PERFORMED. 

Everything was then ready for the opera: 
tion, and the physicians adjourned to Ward 
No. 10, where the patient awaited them. He 
was undressed, stripped to the waist, and 
took his position on the little bed facing east 
and west.

Although not a life was sacrificed ora drop 
of blood was shed the play wasa genuine 
tragedy, the curtain falling at the Close on 
the blighted affections of the three principal | 
characters, whose misery was unrelieved by 
a single compensating circumstance. The 
plot is uhpleésant to repulsiveness. It is a 
study tn sociology, presenting a problem fm | 
the relations of the sexes, which the author 
solves s0 as to bring the greatest amount of 
immediate misery on the greatest number of 

s. 

A man and woman are lovers and through 
the jealous pique of the woman separate. He 
goes away, hides himself altogether from his 
former friends, changes his name and be- 
comesa famous poet under an alias. The 
woman, although never crushing her frst 
love, marries, and after-a brief but wretched 
matrimonial experience is left a widow with 
one daughter, She joins a woman’s rights 
movement to forget her sorrows and her sex. 
Her daughter is taken in charge by a dear 
friend and while she is growing from girlhood 
to womanhood the mother does not see 
her. Meanwhile, she meets _ the 
mother’s former lover and in ignoranceof past 
relationships and actual identities the two 
fallinilove. The play opens at this point, 
Lady Vivash, the mother, is still mourning 
the loss of her lover; her daughter, Sylvia, 
now a young woman, returns happy in her 
love ; the mother lears that her former lover 
is alive, but does not know he is her daugh- 
ter’s er; they meet, the truth be- 
comes Known to all except Sylvia and 
Lady Vivash is about to i sacrifice 
herself for her daughter when the latter also 
learns the truth and mother and daughter 
are placed in the horrible positton of loving 
the same man. The mian who has caused the 
misery of both decides that the only course 
left for him is to disappear again. 

There is an underplot of comedy on the 
same lines, in which Mrs. Boyle-Chewton, a 
strong minded womah, her daughter 
Rhoda and Mr. Borgus, a freakish 
M. F és who represents the cause 
of woman’s rights, are the principals. 
Mrs. Boyle-Chewton takes the proposal of 
marriage from Mr. RBorgus for her daughter’s 
hand to herself, and amusing complications 
naturally arise. The comedy is abundant and 
clever, and the woman’s rights movement is 
broadly but entertainingly satirized. The 
play is ingeniously constructed and has bril- 
lant points of merit. The plot is somewhat 
forced and artificial, but it is not impossi- 
ble, and its skillful handling makes the situ- 
ations effective in their way, but the 
impression is strong at the close that the 
ingenuity of the author has been taxed for no 
adequate purpose. The play conveys a warn- 
ing against hasty jealousy, but no deep moral 
lesson. The punishment is out of all propor: 
tion to the original fault and it descends upon 
the innocent as wellas the guilty. The only 
defined purpose of the author seems to have 
been the devising of a refinemenc of human 
tortyre, which shall harrow the feelings as 
much as possible, Anordinary Sioux Indian 
would revel in the playif he could under- 
stand it. 

The performance as a whole was aps 
the most evenly excellent that the Kendals 
have given here. There was scarcely a me n- 
ber of the cast who did not deserve praise. 
The characters were thoroughly differentiated 
and were outlined with artistic intelligence, 
The cast as a matter of fact was weakest at 
the head. The partof Lady Vivash brought 
out the faults of Mrs. Kendal in the most pro- 
nounced manner. She played upon a harp of 
one stritig with what may be called resound- 
ing monotony. She is always a conscientious 
artiste whose shortcomings can never be 
laid tO a lack of care. Her illimining 
power isthe torch of trained talent, not the 
flash-light of genius, and her work is marked 
by the elaboration of iafinite pains. AS a 
rule her touch is sure and her taste good but 
both her judgment and power were open to 
question last night. She pitched hef work on 
a high key of grief which betrayed a constant 
tendency to run tohysteria. There was sen- 
sational expression in place of intense sup- 
pression in a  ~“serlies of sémetional 
climaxes, in which eye-rolling and 
eye-lid winking affectations, fun- 
ereal wailing and open-mouthed ghd&stli- 
ness not only became painful, 
but dangerously approached the 
absurd. The illusion of spontaneity 
and gefhuineness was in large measure deé- 
stroyed. Still Mrs. Kendal gave fine bits of 
work and displayed some charming womahly 
traits, especially in her treatment of her 
daughters, although the author discounted 
the expression of this devotion by making 
her consent without good reason to separa- 
tion from her at the most tender period of her 
life. 

Mr. Kendal’s lack of flexibility and sub- 
tility were manifest in the double role of 
Philip Lister and Ira Lee, and his work was 
colorless, but ihoffensive. J. E. Dodson 
made an amusing and artistic character 
of Borgus, the part of Sylvia wWwas 
invested with charming simplicity by 
Miss Nellie Campbell, and Mr. Barnes 
handled the part of an humble go- between as 
Dudley Silchester with ease and effectiveness. 
Praise is due every member ofthe cast; Miss 
Florence Bennet as Mrs. Boyle Chewton, Miss 
Cowell as Rhoda and Miss Vanhugh as Lady 
Gillingham, The performance was cordially 
received by a fine audience. 

To-night the Kendals will appear in .‘‘A 
yaad, of Paper,’’ which is one of the most en- 
joyable bills of the week; and-in which Mrs. 
Kendal shines in comedy.

David Kalakaua, seventh King of the Ha- 
walin Islands, was a descendent of Keawe, an 
ancient King of the Islandof Hawal!. He was 
born in Honolulu Nov. 16, 1886, and was edu- 
cated in the royal school at that place; to- 
gether with Prince Lunaliloand a number of 
other hereditary chiefs. He married the 
Chieftainess Kaplolani Dec. 19, 1863. Lunalilo 
died Feb. 8, 1874, without declaring a suc- 
cessor, and nine days later ua was 
elected his successor by the Hawalian Legisla- 
turé, an extfa session being called 
for that purpose. The Queen dow: 
ager Emma was also ai candidate 
for the throne, but only received 
6 votes, Kalakaua réceiving 89. When’ the 
result was announced a mobof Queen Emma’s 
partisans broke into the hall where the Legis- 
lature was still sitting and attacked that 
body. Arequest for assistance was sent to 
the American and British ships of war lying 
in the port, which was given, and the insur. 
gents were soon disperseai by the marines. 
Kalakaua Was installed as King the same day. 
He has always been astrong frig@pd of the 
United States and has steadfastly favored the 
annexation of his kingdom to this country. 


|The heir-apparent is Princess Lilinokalani, 


sister of the late King, who has on several 
occasions during the absence of Kalakaua 
acted as regent and conducted affairs with 
marked ability.

The New Set of Rules Issued by the 
Municipal Electric Light Co. 
The topic of discussion among linemen 


during the past few days has changed from 
the theme of ever presefit death inthe wires 


rules issued by the 
Electric Light & Power Co. 
guidance and protection of 
thelr men. It is a Wonderful document and 
has more thafone purpose in view, as a 
perusal of the thirteen commandments, 
especially the last one, will show. Every man

‘*I hereby certify, that I have received and 
am sell taansee of a copy of the above and 
fore g instractions and cautions relative 
to risks, and thatI am fully acquainted with 
the conterts thereof, and that I have ac- 
gepted employment from the —— asa line- 
man, knowing fully the risks incident to my 
said employment andthe business carried on 
by said company.’’ 

This claygse, ft is supposed, reduces to a 
minimum the possibility of damage suits in 
cases where electric currents carry human 
lives with them on the returntrip to the 


The first rule in the unlucky thirteen is: 
**Do not handle any glectric ight apparatus 
while you are standing on the ground.’’ 

Rule 8, if followed, places the lineman out 
of all possible danger from the wires. Under 
rule 1 he must not stand onthe ground, and 
undef rule 3 he must not touch a water-pipe 
under the earth, an ifon post on the earth, or 
a stone, brick or tron structure on the earth, 
while ffi contact witha lamp, line or dynamo 
unless provided with rubber gloves and other 
insulating material the electric light com- 
pany Will sell him. 

Rule 4 instructs him to shy past dynamos in 
the dynamo-room and not to ‘‘monkey’’ with 
the works or machinery. Rules 5 and 6 for- 
bid him going near the switchboard or the 
lightning arresters or Wires leading thence, 
when it is a fact that switchboards 
or lightning arresters hever pos- 
sessed any fascination for a _ lineman. 
Rule 7gsuggests that linemen when at work 
handlé every Wire at all times as though it 
were deadly or ‘‘loaded,’’ When there are 
from 300 to 400 wires on a pole and a lineman 
must necessarily brush past many of them the 
progress he would make under this rule can 
be imagined. His progress is nof only re- 
tarded heré, but he must under kule 12 be 
encumbered with a compass which he will 
place on a wire to e if 
it is allVe before handling it. \ This 
plan is considered safer than catching ld 
with the bare hand. Another rule comma 
linemen to have their tools covered with 
ber insulation and that they must see tha 
they are in good condition every day. 

Rule 11 ig the most interesting and ridicu 
lous. It commands them to wear rubber 
gloves atid rubber insulation for their tools, 
and: informs him that such things will 
be found in thé storeroom. The rule does not 
mention whethér the cOmpany will provide 
these necessaries, but states that should an 
employe discover any defects in the goods he 
— return them and secure perfect goods 
without charge. A paif of rubber gloves will 
endure the work of the average lineman 
about two weeks, after which time they will 
play queer pranks with the owner should he 
place complete in them. The 
question as to who shall pay for the rubber 
goods therefore is Of great interest to the em- 

loyée.

THE POLICE FORCE. 
The police in the precincts of Sheffield, Cen- 
tropolis and Westport were called in yester- 


day, leaving those portions of the city with- 


out police protection. 

This action was taken by Chief Speers after 
a consultation with Mayor Holmes, and is the 
first step in recognition of the Supreme Court 
decision Of yesterday, declaring the city ex- 
tension illegal. The police precincts of West- 
port, Sheffield and Centropolis were all in the 
new territory added by the extension which 
the Supreme Court yesterday decided illegal.

The Police Board at its next meeting will 
probably decide what permanent disposition 
shall be made of the fourteen men who have 
been relieved from the outside precincts, but 
it is quite likely that all will be retained on 
the force, as the city has none tvo many pa- 
trolmen even within the restricted limits. 

CONTEST FOR OFFICE. 

Another interesting phase of the question 
raised by the Supreme Court decision has 
been presented by the rumored action of ex- 
Judge Michael Boland and Auditor sam B. 
Winram, These gentlemen, it is understood, 
will make a determined fight to recover pos- 
session of their old offices as City Recorder 
and City Auditor. Both hold, In accordance 


with the Supreme Oourt decision, that 
Judge Wheeler and Auditor Bishop 
have not been le elected and 


that therefore, the offices now being filled by 
these men belongs by rightto them under 
the clause entitling them to retain possession 
until their successors are legally elected and 
qualified. This, they maintain, under the 
Supreme Court ‘decision, has not been done. 
Both, it is said, have retained Attorney 
Wofford to represent their interests, and it is 
reported that quo warranto proceedings will 
be &peedily instituted before the Circuit Court 
to oust both Wheeler and Bishop and rein- 
state Boland and Wintam.

On the stand in court this morning Bauley 
said that he only remained on the sidewalk 
long enough to take the officér’s number, 
and insisted that Riedy had struck him sev- 
eral times with his club, besides applying to 
him several vile epithets. There was not suf- 
ficient evidence to make the case, and Judge 
Cady ordered the defendant’s discharge. As 
soon as Bauley was Outside the court-room, 
however, Officer Riedy again took him into 
custody and placed him in the hold-over. 
An hour later a warrant was issued 
charging the prisoner with petit larceny. The 
prosecuting witness is Robert H. Mueller, a 
river man, who alleges that Bauley stole a 
coat and vest from his room in the McLean 
Building on Oct. 6, and sold the garments toa 
down town secondhand store. Bauley threat- 
ens to prefer charges against er Riedy 
before the Board of Police Commissioners for 
the clubbing he alleges he received.

Mr. Wm. Bothman, the $12 bidder, was seen 
at Bothman’s saloon, No. 1118 Clark avenue, 
this morning and asked why he bid $12. His 
rosy German face assumed a brighter hue to 
Match his hair. After repeated questioning 
he ahswered ina very low and timid voice 
that he bid for himself. Not a word more 
could be had from him. 

All that remains now for the gang to do Is to 
secure locations for their works and this they 
are planning on now.

An Indictment for That Offense Discussed 
by Attorney Reynolds. 

The first indictment undera newly amended 

section of the interstate commerce law was 


returned in Hannibal last week against 
Mr. Chafles Edmonstone, manager of 
the Empire Line Co. He is_ also 


a director of the 8S. P. GivenLumber Co. The 
indictment was returned by the Hannibal 
Grand-jury on a statement of facts presented 
by District Attorney Reynolds given him by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, to whom 
the comdilaint against Mr. Edmonstone was 
made in writing. The offense is said to 
come under section 10 of the interstate 
commerce law as amended March 2, 1889. Mr. 
Edmonstone {fs charged with delivering for 
transportation to companies which were sub- 
ject to the interstate law, goods 9n which he 
made a false report of weight, billed falsely 
and weighed falsely, and that he obtained 


transportation of the goods at 
less than the regular rate. The 
indictment is divided into seven 


different counts, mentioning seven different 
cargo lots on which he obtained transporta- 
tion on short weight, running from 5,000 to 
10,000 pounds per car, mostly 10,000 pounds. , 
As the rates were from 7tol0cents per hun- 
dred pounds, the amount of freight charges 
thus savéd can be imagined.

Answers Filed by Gilliland and Tomlin- 
son in the Inventor’s Suit. 

New YorK, Jan. 21.—Answers were filed 
yesterday in the United States Circuit Court 
by the two defendants in the suit of Thomas 
A. Edison against Ezra T. Gilliland and John 
©. Tomlinson for the recovery of $250,000, 
alleged to have been obtained fllegally by 
the defendants from Jess E. Lippincott, to 
whom Mr. Edison solda lot of stock in the 
Edison Phonograph Co. Mr. Edison received 
$500,000 from Mr. Lippincott, and alleged that 
the two defendants took advantage of their 
confidential relations with him to _ se- 
cure the $250,000 from J. EB. Lippincott 
when that sum should have gone to the com- 
plainant. The defendants allege that they 
received the $250,000 in payment for a contract 
which Mr. Gilliland had with the Edison Pho- 
nograph Oo., and for other rights. Thiscon- 
tract gave Mr. Gilliland the agency for the 
sale of phonographs made by the Edison 
Phonograph Co., and he declares that it 
alone was worth over $250,000, although Mr. 
Edison charged that it was worth less than 
$75,000. Mr. Tomlinson was Mr. Gilliland’s 
counsel, but denied having the same relation 
to Mr. Edison. Mr. Gilliland says that he 
was associated with Mr. Edison in his exper- 
iments in 1887 on the phonograph and that 
some of the inventions patented by Mr. Edi-

SKATER JOE DONOGHUE ARRIVES AT 
NEW YORK TO-DAY. 


An American Boy Who Downed All the 
European Oracks—Sullivan’s Popular- 
ityin England—Malcolm Ford Will Be 
Reinstated—General Sporting News. 


Joseph F. Donoghue of Newburg, N. Y,, 
; champion amateur skater of the world, is due 
to arrive at New York to-day, and already 
he has been invited to visit Montreal, Canada, 
to meet an unknown in a race from one to five 
miles for a medal valued at $100, the cham- 
pion’s expenses to be paid. Heisto be ten- 
dered a complimentary dinner to-day by the 
Manhattan Athletic Club of New York, whose 
colors he carried in his races in Europe, and 
the citizens of hisnative town of Newburg 
are to present him with a testimonial. 

Donoghue skated into notoriety in 1888, 
when he defeated his brother, Steve O’Brien, 
Sam D. Lee, Sam Montgomery and several 
other cracks, and established his claim to the 
title of champion of America, says the New 
York WORLD. He wore then a pair of skates 
made by his father, and the latter took con- 
siderable credit for his son’s performance. 
Joe, however, said that he could have won 
on any make of skates, and thatto his legs, 
heart and lungs alone was his victory due. 

The Donoghue family isa celebrated one. 
Almost all oarsmen use the sculls and 
sweeps made by ‘‘ould Tim,’’ the father of 
Joe, and the sire of the champion was in 
days gone by the champion of America at 
the sport in which his youngest son now 
excels. Tim Donoghue, Sr., was before the 
war known as the ‘‘Newburg Cyclone,’’ and 
it was claimed for him that he skated a mile 
before the wind in im. 60s. The record was 
never accepted by the authorities, however, 
although credit was given the oar-maker 
with being phenomenally rapid in his flight 
over the congealed surface of the river. 
Years after‘‘Tim,Jr.,’’ won the championship 
at skating, but he was forced toretire before 
his youthful brother, or, more properly, he 
was left behind. 

In 1889 the Manhattan Athletic Club voted 
to send young Donoghue to England to meet 
‘*Purkey’’ Smart, the champion of the Fen 
country, andearly in December the young 
champion, accompanied by G. L. M. Sachs, 
sailed away. They arrived in London Dec. 
15 and went from there to Peterboro, but a 
thaw had setin and no skating was to be 
had. They returned to London 
and went from England’s metropolis to Am- 
sterdam, where Donobgue made his first ap- 
pearance, Jan. 8, It was a half-mile race and 
Donoghue was unplaced because of a fall. 
Van Pauschin was the winner, and Joe skat- 
ed against his time, lowering the record by 
four-fifths ofa second. The next aay 25,000 
people were on the course to witness the 
struggle between Joe and Van Pauschin, who 
held the championship of Russia. It was a 
remarkable contest, Donoghue leading for 
three-quarters and being beaten out at the 
end by two yards in 2m. 58 4-5s., the fastest 
Continental record. 

On Jan. 10 Donoghue and Van Pauschin met 
for the third time and the race proved to be 
the greatest ever skated in Holland. New- 
burg’s pet crossed the line sixty yards in 
front. When the time, 6m. 24s., was an- 
nounced the people became frantically en- 
thusiastic—the boy had broken the world’s 
record. 

From the Dutch capital the young record- 
maker and Mr. Sachs went to Vienna. Two 
nightsin a car without sleeping accommo- 
dations were not conducive to speed, and 
when they arrived at the gay capital of 
Austria the boy was greatly fatigued. He 
had, moreover, only a couple of hours to pre- 
pare for his race with the Austrian champion. 
Van Pauschin was there his_ greatest 
rival, and he made a grand race. The late 
Crown Prince was in the royal box, and, par- 
ticipating in the excitement of the 25,000 
people, he swung his noble headgear and 
cheered wildly. Van Pauschin won bya few 
inches in 2m. 57s., then the fastest time on a 
circular track. 

After that the Secretary of the American 
Legation requested Mr. Sachs to arrange a 
two-mile race for a cupto be given by the 
American Minister. Donoghue accepted, but 
the Russian declined. Then Joe was asked 
to skate against Paulsen’s record of 6m. 4ls., 
made some years previously. The 
ruddy-faced chap from the Hudson River 
town agreed and accomplished his task with 
ease. He made thetwo miles in 6m, 28 2-5s., 
andin recognition the performance the 
Vienna Ice Club, in the name of the Crown 
Prince of Austria, presented Joe with a soli- 
taire diamond ring. From Vienna Donoghue 
went to Hamburg, where, on Jan. 15, he met 
all the German cracks, including Harms, who 
up to that time had never been defeated. 
was a mile race, and Joe won easily in 3m. 
82-5s. The next day he won the Hamburg 
Cupin a race of 7,500 metres, making the 
fastest record for the distance, 16m. 45s., and 
again beating Harms, Germany’s greatest 
skater. Donoghue and Mr. Sachs then sailed 
for home, arriving here Feb. 11, 1889. They 
were met atthe pier by a crowd of athletes, 
andin the evening Donoghue was givena 
banguet at the M. A. C. house. The next day 
he wentto his home at Newburg, where a 
torch-light procession and a general jubilee 
was held in his honor. 

Last November Donoghue again went 
abroad, and since then he has added to his 
laurels and his store of prizes. All the 
champions of Norway, Russia, Sweden, 
Austria, Germany and England have been 
given opportunities to study Joe’s move- 
ments fromthe rear. Records were broken 
by him in a merciless fashion, and he proved 
that the limit of speed placed by foreign 
authorities on skating could be excelled. Joe 
on this trip went at once to Christiana and 
Hamar in Norway, but it wasa rainy season 
and he could not find ice on which to skate. 
His letters to the WORLD, detailing his ex- 
periences over there, prove that he is 
a keen observer and a clever’ writer 
as well as a champion on the runners 
of steel. He had his first skating on Lake 
Mjorsen, near Hamar, in Norway, on Nov. 15, 
where he trained for two weeks ina temper- 
ature averaging 30 deg. below zero. In De- 
cember he went to Amsterdam, and at that 
place, on Dec. 18, defeated a host of skaters 
in a three-mile race, making the distance in 
9m. 1%s., beating the best record made by 
Norsong by ten seconds. The next day he 
won a two-mile race in 6m. 20s., making 
another world’s record, and subsequently 
the same day a five-mile race,in which he 
broke all records from a half-mile to three 
miles. At Vienna his performances were also 
brilliant, and when he defeated Von Pau- 
schin, Norsong, Godage, Jurgens,. Pander 
and Kegina ata mile in 2m. 49s. 35,000 people 
sung his praises. 

Donoghue arrived in England about two 
weeks ago, and, after adding to his laurels in 
the Fen country, went up to London fora 
brief rest, preparatory to his voyage home.
